and a Museum has been established there as a Repository for the Collections of 
Pictures, Objects of Industrial Art, and other objects of Science and Art that may 
be acquired by purchase, gift, bequest, or otherwise for the purposes of the said 
Department: And whereas very valuable gifts and bequests, including in par- 
ticular a gift of Pictures made by John Sheepshanks, Esquire, during his lifetime, 
to the value of more than Sixty Thousand Pounds, have already been made on 
trust and for the purposes of the said Department: And whereas it is desirable 
to facilitate and encourage the making of such gifts and bequests, and the hold- 
ing of property for the public use, by incorporating the said Department: Now 
| know ye, that we, of our especial grace, certain knowledge, and mere motion, do, 
by these Presents, for us, our heirs, and successors, grant and ordain that the 
Lord President of Our Most Honourable Privy Council for the time being, and 
if the Vice-President of the Committee on Education of Our Most Honourable Privy 
i Council for the time being, shall be a Body Corporate, under the name of the 
) Department of Science and Art, having a perpetual succession and a common ° 
: seal, with a capacity in that name to sue and be sued, make contracts, purchase, 
take, hold, and enjoy, for the purposes of Science and Art, as well goods and 
chattels, as lands and hereditaments, not exceeding fifty acres, without licence in 
mortmain, and we do hereby grant unto the said Department of Science and Art 
full licence and authority, for the furtherance of Science and Art, to accept any 
trusts, whether subject or not to special conditions, to sell any property not 
affected by any trust inconsistent with sale, and generally to do any act or thing 
that may be conducive to the attainment of the objects for which the said 
Department has been founded, or incidental thereto: In witness whereof, we 
| have caused these our Letters to be made Patent: Witness Ourself, at Our Palace 
at Westminster, this Thirtieth day of April, in the Twenty-seventh year of Our 
Reign.

Wuerras I desire that a Collection of Pictures and other Works of Art, 
fully representing British Art, should be formed, worthy of national 
support, and have the advantage of undivided responsibility in its 
management, instead of being subject to the control of any body of 
trustees or managers: And whereas I conceive that such a collection 
should be placed in a gallery in an open and airy situation, possessing 
the quiet necessary to the study and enjoyment of works of Art, and 
free from the inconveniences and dirt of the main thoroughfares of 
the metropolis: And whereas I consider that such a gallery might be 
usefully erected at Kensington, and be attached to the Schools of 
Art in connexion with the Department of Science and Art now 
established there: And whereas, with the view to the establishment 
of such a collection, and in the hope that other proprietors of pictures, 
and other works of Art, may be induced to further the same object, 
I have determined to make such a conditioval gift of the original 
pictures and drawings (the productions of British artists) which I 
possess, as herein-after expressed.

6. None of the said pictures and drawings shall ever be sold or ex- 
changed, or be dealt with contrary to the true spirit and meaning of 
the disposition and control thereof, herein prescribed; but this condi- 
tion shall not restrict the temporary loan of any of them, upon terms 
sanctioned by the ex-officio trustee, to any place in_ the United 
Kingdom where any School of Art exists in connexion with the 
Department of Science and Art, or generally where there 1s any 
safe and proper place for their reception and public exhibition. 


7. The ex-officio trustee shall be advised and assisted on matters 
connected with the preservation of the said pictures and drawings by 
William Mulready, Esquire, R.A., or failing him, by Richard Red- 
grave, Esquire, R.A., or failing him, by some one other R.A. of 
London, to be selected by the ex-officio trustee for the time being, as 
the professional adviser of the ex-officio trustee. 


8. That the ex-officio trustee may sell the right to engrave or re- 
produce any of the said pictures or drawings, upon such terms as he 
may think proper, but the engravings and reproductions shall be 
approved by the artist of the picture or drawing engraved or repro- 
duced before publication, and such artist shall be paid whatever sum 
may be received by the ex-officio trustee for the sale of such right. 


9. The said pictures and drawings, or the conditional gift of them 
hereby made, shall not be subject to the provisions of the Act of the 
19 & 20 Victoria, cap. 29., intituled “An Act to extend the Powers 
“ of the Trustees and Directors of the National Gallery, and to 
“ authorize the Sale of Works of Art belonging to the Public,” or to 
any future enactment of the Legislature, which, but for this declara- 
tion to the contrary, shall have the effect of placing the said pictures 
and drawings under any other care or ordering than is herein pre- 

- scribed, or would otherwise alter or interfere with the disposition 
thereof hereby made. And in case of such interference on the part 
of the Legislature, or if the terms and conditions as herein expressed 
be not strictly adhered to, then the conditional gift hereby made of

' My Lords take into consideration the Deed of Gift by which 
Mr. Sheepshanks transfers to the President of this Board his valuable 
Collection of Pictures and Drawings, in order to found a Gallery of 
British Art, in connexion with the Schools of Art under this Board. 

The President has accepted with much gratification the Trustee- 
ship created by this Deed, under the conditions therein described. 

My Lords are sensible of the great value of the magnificent gift | 
thus presented to the nation during the lifetime of the Donor, and | 
they desire to express their admiration of the very liberal spirit in 
which it has been made. 

My Lords admit the reasonableness of the condition that the Deed 
of Gift shall only take effect when a suitable Gallery shall have been 
leo in an airy situation near the Gardens or Public Parks at 

ensington, and they have given directions, with the consent of the | 
Treasury, for the erection of such a Gallery without delay. | 

Their Lordships direct that a letter should be written to Mr. Sheep- | 
shanks, thanking him, on the part of the Government, for his muni- 
ficent gift to the nation, and for the open character of the conditions | 
under which it has been made; and stating, that whilst the liberality 
of these conditions has greatly enhanced its value to the nation, they 
are well calculated to realize the disinterested object of the Donor to 
found a Gallery of British Art.

COLLECTIONS PRESENTED TO THE SOUTH KENSING- 
TON MUSEUM, SUBSEQUENT TO THE DATE OF 
THE CHARTER. 


The Rev. R. Brooke, Gateforth House, Selby, presented, 
in February 1865, a collection of articles of personal use of 
the 17th and 18th centuries, being the accumulated memorials 
of an English family for three or four generations; the most 
important are waiches, rings, seals, lace, and court dresses ; 
the total number of objects is 396: ms af r 
Mr. Brooke, at the same time, presented a collection of! +1114 
books, chiefly educational, of the 17th, 18th, and early 19th 
centuries, consisting of 718 volumes - - - - 
On 16th of February 1865, prior to the completion of Mr. 
Brooke’s gift, Messrs. Weddall and Parker, Selby, in a letter 
to the Department of Science and Art, with reference to the 
gift, stated Mr. Brooke’s views relative to the privileges 
which he wished to enjoy in return for his proposed con- 
tribution to the Museum. These conditions were accepted by 
the Lords of the Committee of Council on Education on 28rd 
of February 1865, and were as follows :— 
1. ‘Lhe objects to be kept distinct, in cases or compartments 
in their specific departments, and severally designated or labelled as 
‘The Brooke of Gateforth Gift 
2. That Mr. and Mrs, Brooke, and the future possessor of the | 
‘Gateforth Estate, provided they bear the name and are of the pre- 


sent family of ‘ Brooke, to have the privilege secured to them (by 
memorandum recorded in the Books of the Museum, and by the 
possession of a I’ree Pass Ticket) of entrance into the Museum and 
Library, and the Horticultural Gardens attached, on the holding of 
any scientific or other meetings, and on all other publie occasions. 


On 10th October 1867, Sir Charles Wentworth Dilke, Bart., | 
M.P., presented to the Art Library of the Museum his Col- 
lection of Books and Prints illustrating the Great Exhibition 
of 1851, the Paris Exhibition of 1855, and the International 
Exhibition of 1862, many of the documents being unique.

On 4th December 1867, Mrs. Wollaston presented a 
Collection of Drawings, Engravings, and Photographs of 
British and Foreign Mosaics, made for and collected by her 
late husband, Dr. Robert Wollaston, whose express wish it 
was that they should be made available for purposes of 
nstruction. They are, therefore, deposited in the South 
Kensington Museum for the use of the students in the Schools 
of Art and the public.

WHITWORTH ENDOWMENT, SCIENCE AND ART 
DEPARTMENT. 


The Whitworth Endowment of £100,000 provides for 30 
“Whitworth Scholarships” of £100 a year and 60 Exhibi- 
tions of £25 each. 

They were founded by Mr. [now Sir Joseph] Whitworth, on 
23rd September 1868, for promoting the Engineering and 
Mechanical Industry of this country, and are open for com- 
petition to all Her Majesty’s subjects, whether of the United 
Kingdom, India, or the Colonies, who are of sound bodily 
constitution, and who have not completed the 26th year of 
their age on the Ist May. 

They are tenable for two or three years, as experience may 
prove desirable, and are awarded at examinations held by the 
Science and Art Department, partly in practical workman- 
ship and partly in theoretical subjects. 

The Deed of Covenants and Trusts conveying this Endow- 
ment is to the following effect :— 


Tuts INDENTURE made the twenty-third day of September one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-eight, between J oseph Whitworth, of the Firs, 
near the city of Manchester, in the county of Lancaster, and of Stancliffe, 
in the parish of Darley in the Dale, in the county of Derby, Mechanical 
Ingineer, of the one part, and His Grace John Winston Spencer 
Churchill, Duke of Marlborough, K.G., Lord President of Her Majesty’s 
Most Honourable Privy Council and President of the Committee of 
Council on Education, of the other part.

“ or other Minister of Public Instruction for the time being. It is 
“ the wish of my Lords to see provision made in several large centres

Now tuis INDENTURE WITNESSETH that, in pursuance and per- 
formance of such recited desire of the said Joseph Whitworth, and

The Bequest of Mrs. Duroure.
